It is believed that the first European country to employ “fixed” surnames was 
Ireland with a record of the death of Cighearnach Wa Cleirigh, lord of 
Aidhne, in the year 916. Surnames have originated in various ways. In the 
case of the surname Killcreas this name is an anglicised form of the 6aelic 
surname Mac Giolla Chriast which is found in both Ireland and Scotlant. Che 
surname Mac Giolla Chriast is herived from the Gaelic meaning "son of the 
Revaotee of Christ". "Giolla Christ” was originally a proper name in its own 
tight which followed the Gaelic custom of inserting "giolla" or “devotee” 
before the name of a saint or before the name of Christ. Uhe Mac Giolla 
Christ sept of Ireland was found chiefly in Congford and in North Connacht. 


the Scotvish Mac Gialla Christ's were septs of the MacLachlan and Ogilvie 
Clans. One of the earliest records of the name is that of an inscription 
found on the beautiful St. Martin's Crass in Lona which reads: A prayer for 
Gilchrist wha mate this crass. Other records include a dispute involving 
Gilchrist, the earl Mar, who built a priory in Monymusk circa 1200. Patrick 
Gilchrist, son of the count of Strivelyn andi Kilschyn Gilcrist of the county 
of Perth rendered homage in 1296. Adam fiz (sun of) Gilcrist was juror on an 
inquisition in $trayavane in 1302. Other anclicised forms of the name 
include Kilchrist, Gilchrist, Kilcrist, Christopher and Christie.
